The  country  had  been  rattled  by  a 
series  of  strong  quakes  since  late  De- 
cember, when  the  quake  with  a  mag- 
nitude of  7.5  jolted  northern  Japan. 

The  city  of  Kobe,  the  site  of  the 
worst  destruction,  is  a  gateway  for 
more  than  12  percent  of  Japan's  ex- 
port. 


Georgia  Floods 


It  was  a  rainy  month  in  Georgie,  where  two  weeks 
record  flooding  in  July  killed  31  people,  destroyed 
ndreds  of  bridges  and  roads,  and  even  uprooted 
skets  from  cemeteries. 

Tropical  storm  Albert  dumped  nearly  two  feet  of 
in,  flooding  the  Fling  and  Ocmulgee  rivers  in  the 
ntral  and  southwestern  sections  of  the  state.  About 
,000  people  fled  their  homes,  and  more  than 
,000  acres  of  crops  were  inundated  after  flooding 
gan  on  July  5. 


Forest  Fires 

Tens  of  thousands  of  firefight- 
ers fought  s  summer-long  battle 
against  scores  of  fires  that 
burned  more  than  three  million 
acres  of  woodlands  across  the 
parched  Western  states. 

so  many  young  people  were 
fighting  fires  in  Idaho  by  late  Au- 
gust that  state  colleges  allowed 


preregistered  students  to  return 
to  classes  as  much  as  three 
weeks  late.  Residents  of  moun- 
tain homes  near  Boise  were  rout- 
ed by  a  single  fire  that  consumed 
27,  000  acres. 

Flames  scorched  a  range  of 
well-known  locations,  including 
the  Jackson  Hole  ski  valley  and 
western  Wyoming's  Grand  Teton 
national  Park. 
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Plane  Crash 

Frank  Corder  suffered  from  depres- 
sion, had  a  history  of  drug  and  al- 
cohol abuse,  and  probably  suicidal. 
But  nothing  may  ever  explain  for  sure 
why  the  Maryland  trucker  stole  a  small 
plane  near  Baltimore  and  crashed  it 
into  the  White  House  lawn  shortly  be- 
fore 2AM  on  September  15, 1994. 

neither  Fresidetn  Clinton  nor  his 
wife  and  daughter  were  home  when 
Corder,  flying  at  treetop  level, 
breeched  restricted  air  space  around 
the  White  House  and  smashed  into  a 
magnolia  tree  on  the  South  Lawn.  The 
single  engine  place  came  to  rest 
against  the  mansion  wall  and  burst 
into  flames. 


California  Floods 

A  string  of  Pacific  storms  led 
to  the  deaths  of  at  least  11  peo- 
ple and  caused  more  than  $300 
million  in  flood  damage  across 
the  state  of  Califomia  in  January 
1995. 

The  storms  battered  much  of 
the  state,  from  the  wine  country 
north  of  San  Fransisco  to  the 


beaches  of  Malibu  in  the  south, 
leaving  downed  power  lines, 
leaking  gas  lines  and  hundreds 
of  dead  livestock. 

In  Humbolt  County,  authori- 
ties called  on  the  national  Guard 
to  hlep  them  collect  the  rotting 
carcasses  of  sheep  and  dairy  cat- 
tle that  floated  down  the  Eel  Riv- 
er. 


Cuban  Refugees 


They  headed  north  on  almost  anything  that  wou 
float,  including  rafts  made  of  the  flimsiest  materials:  c  i 
drums,  inner  tubes,  wooden  planks. 

They  were  Cuba's  boat  people  —  tens  of  thousands  < 
people  desperate  to  come  to  the  United  States  to  escap  '■ 
the  poverty  and  hunger  of  their  increasingly  isolate 
Communist  nation. 

Many  did  no  make  it  because  of  storms,  sinkings  i 
the  U.S.  Coast  Guard,  which  intercepted  more  than  1,0C 
of  the  craft  in  one  day  early  in  September. 
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Spacewalk 

A  jet  propelled  astronaut  un- 
hooked his  lifelines  to  the  Space  Shut- 
tle Discovery  and  flew  free,  150  miles 
above  earth.  It  was  the  first  un- 
tethered  spacewalk  in  10  years. 

Mark  Lee  (astronaut  in  photo)  was 
followed  by  fellow  astronaut  Carl 
Meade.  They  had  but  one  jet  pack 
between  them  —  it  cost  $7  million, 
after  all  —  and  had  to  take  turns. 

"This  thing  works  like  a  champ, 
"Lee  said  as  he  hovered  over  Dis- 
covery's cargo  bay,  firing  the  pack's 
24  tiny  nitrogen  gas  jets  for  propul- 
sion and  steering  with  a  joystick. 

The  jet  pack  was  designed  to  be  a 
life  preserver  for  space  station  crews 
of  the  future.  It  weighs  just  83  pounds 
on  Earth,  but  —  like  everything  else 
—  nothing  in  space. 


Miss  America  1995 


A  deaf  woman  from  Alabama  became  the  first  contestant  with  a 
iability  to  win  the  Miss  America  Pageant. 

The  68th  Miss  America  was  21-year-old  Heather  Whitestone.  After 
reiving  the  crown,  she  signed  "I  love  you"  amidst  thunderous 
plause  from  the  audience  at  the  Atlantic  City  Convention  Center. 
Her  slogan  in  the  competition  was  'Touth  Motivation:  Anything  is 
ssible."  She  was  proof  enough  that  having  lost  h=most  of  her 
aring  after  a  reaction  when  she  was  18  months  old. 
Whitestone  became  Miss  AMerica  1995  in  part  through  her  talent 
Jtine,  a  ballet  performance  to  music  that  she  could  not  hear, 
itead  she  counted  the  beats  in  her  head  and  synchronized  her 
nee  moves  to  reflect  changes  in  pitch.

Promoters  set  up  distant  park- 
ing lots  and  shuttle  buses  for  the 
200,00  people  who  paid  $135 
each  for  tickets  —  advance  sale 
only.
